Our modest suggestion Is that quite 
a few organizations and concerns 
seem to be getting the right idea and 
approaching the help problem in a 
realistic way wlicn, instead of spout- 
ing about "drafting" women, thoy 
ofiTor tliem part-time jobs. Quite a 
lot of women — and men, too— can add 
a little extra lime to their working 
day in tli'e Interests of the war effort 
— but running a home and an outside 
job, loo, is really "something."
